turns made to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa, and one which 
should convey a sharp lesson to all parents and to,thousands of youths and 
young men > 
This chart, which is easily understood, is in two parts. Part one sets 
forth the average hourly rate paid eight trades in each of thirteen Canadian 


cities, while the second part shows the average hourly rate of wages paid Jabor 
in building tfades in these thirteen cities. 

Th first part, while interesting and instructive, does not carry the same 
important object lesson to people as does the second part. It does show 
that the average hourly wage is higher in Winnipeg than elsewliere in Can- 
ada, with Regina second, Toronto, Calgary and Edmonton tied for third place, 
Vaucouver fourth, and with Victoria, Hamilton, Ottawa, Montreal, St, John, 
Halifax and Quebee following in the order named In the five cities first 
nientioned the average hourly rate of wage is in excess of ninety cents, includ 
ing laborers, while in Quebec, the loweat, it is sixty cents. 

The second part of the chart shows that the average hourly rate of wages

Uon in a manner in which few newly 
developed Canadian activities have 
done, and from the way in which am- 
bitious recruits with proclivities ‘to- 
ward out-of-door occupation are com- 
ing to engage in its pursuit there 


seems every likelihood of its coming | 


to outstrip most other branches of the 
domestic fur farming industry. Marsh 
and slough land, formerly regarded as 
waste territory, in all sections of the 
country, is being fenced off and trans- 
formed into muskrat farms, either by 
farmers adding this sideline to their 
main activities or by newcomers en- 
gaging in this profitable and interest- 
ing profession as a whole-time pursuit. 
There is every evidence that soon the 
country will be quite thickly dotted 
with domestic establishments devoted 
to the intensive raising of muskrats 
for tur, 

Certain sections of Alberta and Brit- 
ish Columbia would seem in particular 
to be receiving marked attention. In 
the Peace River country of Northern 
Alberta, muskeg lakes continue to be 
taken up on quite an extensive scale, 
according to report, to become domes- 
tic muskrat farms.
